SAY 19 PCT. OF 
PA. REAL ESTATE 
IS TAX EXEMPT 


HARRISBURG iAP»- The value 
of state-owned property in Penn­ 
sylvania w as placed today at near­ 
ly 263 million dollar*, more than 
2Va times its worth IO year* ago. 
If municipalities and s c h o o l 
boards were allowed to tax It for 
real estate 
purposes. 
It would 
yield IO1 a million dollars. 
This was revealed by the State 
Tax Equalization Board In a com­ 
prehensive report on real estate 
tax exemptions The report could 
become the basis for action by 
the 1959 Legislature on the lax 
exemption problem. 
19 Pet. Is Tax Exempt 
Many communities, principally 
Harrisburg, have long clamored 
for the right to collect some form 
of revenue for sute-owned lands 
and buildings within their bound­ 
aries. They claim police and fire 
protection In other communities 
are provided for state-owned prop­ 
erty without adequate reimburse­ 
ment. 
The Tax Equalization Board did 
not go into the merits of the tax- 
exempt ion question e x c e p t to 
make some revealing disclosures. 
For example: 
Nineteen per cent of all real es­ 
tate 
in 
Pennsylvania 
is 
t i l - 
exempt. In cash this means $2,- 
850,000,000 out of total assessment* 
of $15,300,000.00 
School districts, municipalities. 
religious organization and public 
utilities account for more than 
half of the total exempt assess­ 
ments The remainder includes the 
U. S. and state and county gov­ 
ernment property, colleges, chari­ 
table 
organizations, 
cemeteries 
and veterans’ organizations. 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh ac­ 
counted for most of the exempt 
assessment*. But four rural coun­ 
ties—Centre. Forest, Montour and 
Warren—had ’he largest ratio of 
exempt assessments ranging from 
56 per cent to 74 per cent of the 
total county assessments. 
Harrisburg, 
the state capital, 
and Lock Haven, site of a state 
teachers college, each had exempt 
assessments equal to 48 per cent 
of the total assessments. 
The borough of Polk in Venango 
County has only $198,620 in taxable 
retd estate compared to $7,136,380 
in exempt real estate, principally 
a state school for mentally retard­ 
ed children in Polk.

This reversal should have been 
no surprise to people. North or 
South, who have .been watching 
the court’s thinking for the past

lows shows the trend until the fi­ 
nal decision, which now’ is en­ 
gulfed in turmoil and passion.

•nit present confusion and hos­ 
tility to the court have then- roots 
in the Constitution's 14th Amend­ 
ment. ratified in 1868, which says 
in part: No one can be denied 
equal protection of the laws 
This gave the federal govern­ 
ment authority to set aside as un­ 
constitutional a state law which 
discriminated against people be­ 
cause of race or color. But the 
court upheld state law* rn its land­ 
mark opinion of 1896 
Homer Plessv, a Negro, got on 
a train in N ew .Orleans and was 
ordered into the Jim Crow or seg­ 
regated. section which had been 
created under state law. Ha ob­ 
jected and brought auit The Su­ 
preme Court turned him down 
The court gave its approval to 
state segregation law's with this 
reasoning: it was not contrary to 
ie 14th Amendment to segregate 
Negroes so long as they got treat­ 
ment and facilities equal to those 
given whites. 
In actual practice, as It turned 
out, segregation 
broadly 
meant 
unequal 
treatm ent for 
Negroes. 
But, as a result of that 1896 deci­ 
sion, the freedom of states to seg­ 
regate Negroes remained undts 
turbed for more than 40 year* 
The inequality of treatment giv- 
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en Negroes under the separate- 
but-equal doctrine finally forced a 
showdown and .set the court on the 
trend that ended in the decision 
of 1954. Here are the milestones 
towards 1954: 
Into Law School 
1908—The court .said a Negro 
had to be admitted to the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri Law School be­ 
cause the state had provided no 
similar school for Negroes. 
1959—Going further, the court 
ordered a Negro admitted to the 
I University of Texas *Law School 
even though Texas had a law 
school for Negroes. Hie reason: 
The Negro school was unequal to 
the white one 
1960—Still 
further, 
the 
court 
banned segregated treatm ent of a 
I Negro once he had been admitted 
to 
a 
white 
school. 
The 
case 
| involved the University o {Okla­ 
homa. where a Negio student was 
segregated in class, library and 
cafeteria. 
Assuring Equality 
Note: 
In all these cases the 
court was simply assuring equal­ 
ity of treatment. It had not yet 
ruled on whether the principle of 
segregation was wrong That his­ 
toric turning point, reversing the 
separate-but-equal 
doctrine 
of 
1896. came in 1954 
In that year the court was di­ 
rectly confronted with the ques­ 
tion In the cave of tax supported 
public schools.
